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A  Declaration  of  the  Lords  and 

Commons  now  Aflembled  in 

Paul  iamint. 

WE  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  Parliament  affemblcd9 
Having  taken  into  ferious  consideration^  the  pre- 
fect State  and  Condition  of  imminent  danger,  in 
which  the  Kingdom  now  flands,  by  reafon  of  a  malignant  Par- 
tit,  prevailing  with  His  Majeftie;  putting  Him  upm  violent 
and  per  Ulcus  wayes,  and  new  in  Arms  againfl  m>  to  the  hazard* 
ing  of  His  Maje flies  Perfon  5  and  for  the  oppref  on  of  the  true 
Religion,  The  Laws  and  Liberties  of  this  Kingdom,  ar.dthe 
Power  and  Privi ledge  of  Parliament.  All  which,  every  honefl 
man  is  bound  to  defend-,  effecially  thofe  wfo  have  taken  the  late 
Protefiation,  By  which  they  are  more  particularly  tied  unto  it, 
and  the  wore  anfverable  before  God,  fhould  they  neglect  it : 
Wherefore,  we  finding  our  f elves  ingaged  in  a  nectfftty,  to  take 
up  Arms  lihewife,  for  the  defence  of  thefe,  which  otherwife 
mufl  fuffer  and  perifo  j  And  having  ufed  all gtodw ayes  and

pnws  to  prevent  extremities ,  and  preferve  the  peace  of  the 
Kingdom  (which  good  indeavours  of ours,  the  ntaUgnity  of 
cur  enemies  hath  rendered  Altogether  fuccejjeteffe  and  v4in\) 
Do  now  think  fit  to  give  this  accompt  unto  the  IVwld,  to  be  a 
[At is f  Action  unto  all  men,  of  thejupce  of  our  proceedings ,  and 
a  warning  unto  tbofe,  who  are  involved  in  the  fame  danger 
rvitbu*,  to  let  them  fee  the  necefshy,  and  duty  which  lyes  upon 
them,  tofavethemfelvcs,  their  Religion,  and  Ccuvtr)  $  For 
which purpofe,  we  fet  out  this  enfuing  Declaration. 


<f^^f^@|Hat  it  appears  by  the  Anfwcr  which  His 
/<£5!  P|^\  Majefty  hath  given  to  the  humble  Pcti- 
*P$a  x'l0ti  f°Y  p^tce,'  p'refented  unto  Him  by 

^mj^m  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  and  thofc 
W^k^w  demands  which  He  makes,  That  the 
defignc  which  hath  been  folong  carried  on  to  alter 
the  frame  and  confiitutionof  this  Government,  both 
in  Church  and  State,  is  now  come  to  ripeneffe;  and 
the  Contrivers  of  ir,  conceive  thcmfclves  arrived  to 
that  Condition  of  ftrength,  That  they  fhall  be  able 
to  put  it  in  prefent  execution. 

For,  What  elfccanbe  fignifiedby  the  demanding 
of  the  Fleet  j  and  the  Magazine  to  be  immediate- 
ly delivered  up,  All  our  preparations  of  force  to 
ceafe,  And  the  defenfivc  Anns  of  the  Parliament  to 
be  laid  down.  And  the  Parliament  to  be  adiourned  to 
another  place;  then,  Tint  wefhould  out  of  thefenfe 
©f  Que  own  inability  to  make  refiftance,  yeild  our 

fclvcs 


fclves  to  the  cmcll  Mercy  of  thofe  who  have  pofTefTed 
the  King  againft  us,  and  incited  Hun  to  violate  all  rfie 
Priviledgcs,  and  revile  the  Pcifons  and  Proceedings 
of  the Parliament*  orelfe,  if  (as it  cannot  bboihcr- 
wife  conceived)  we  do  not  grant  what  is  fo  unrcalon- 
ableand  deftiu&ive,  forthwith  to  bring  on  that  force 
which  is  prepared  againft  us,  by  the  concurrence  and 
flffiftance  of  Papifts,  an  ambitious  and  difcontentcd 
Clergy,  Delinquents  obnoxious  to  the  juftice  of 
Pailiamcnt,  and  fomc  ill  affeftcd  Perfons  of  the 
Nobility  and  Gentry;  who  out  of  their  defire  of  a 
difiolute  liberty,  apprehend,  and  would  keep  off  the 
Reformation  intended  by  the  Parliament. 

Thefc  Perfons  have  confpired  together  to  rune 
this  Parliament,  which  alone  hath  fet  a  ftop  to  that 
violence  fo  long  intended  i  and  often  attempted  for 
the  Alteration  of  Religion,  and  fubveifion  of  the 
I^aws  and  Liberties  of  the  Kingdom. 

Ho  w  farre  we  were  plunged  in  a  miferable  expedi- 
tion of  moft  evill  dayes,  andhowfaft  this  growing 
mifchief  prevailed  upon  us  before  the  Parliament, 
needs  not  now  be  declared  ,  It  being  fo  frefh  and 
bleeding  in  every  mans  memory  $  Religion  was  made 
but 'form?,  and  outfide,  and  thofe  who  made 
confciencc  to  maintain  thefubftance  and  purity  of  ir> 
Whether  Clergy,  or  other?,  were  difcountenanced 
and  oppre(Ted,  as  the  great  enemies  of  the  State. 
The  Laws  were  no  defence,  nor  protection  of  zny 
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mans  right,  Ail  was  fubjeft  to  will,  and  power > 
which  impoicd  what  payments  they  thought  fit ,  to 
drain  the  Subje&s  purfe,  aad  fupply  thofe  neceffitics, 
which  their  ill  Councells  had  brought  upon  the  King, 
or  gratifie  fuch  as  were  inftruaients  in  promoting  thoic 
illegally  and  oppreflive  courfes*  They  who  ycilded 
and  complied,  were  countenanced  and  advanced, 
aU  orhers  difgraced  and  kept  uadcr:  That  fomens 
inindes  made  poor  andbafc,  and  their  liberties  loft 
and  gone,  they  might  be  ready  to  let  go  their  Religi^ 
on,  whenfoever  it  fhould  be  refolved  to  alter  it: 
which  was,  andftiilis  the  great  defigoe,  and  all  elfe 
made  ufc  of,  but  as  inftrumentary  sqd  fubfervien: 
toic. 

When  they  conceived  the  way  tp  be  Micjently 
prepared,  They  at  lafl  refoived  to  puton  their  Mafter- 
piece  in  Scmlsnd^  f where  the  fam?  method  had  been 
followed )  and  more  boldly  to  unmask  themfcivest, 
.in  impofing  upon  them  a  Popifh  fervice  Book,  for  well 
they  knew  tne  fame  Face  attenaed  both  Kingdoms, 
and  Religion  could  not  be  altered  in  the  one,  without 
the  other.  God  raifed  the  Spirits  of  that  Nation  to 
oppofeir,  with  fo  much. zeal  and  indignation,  That  it 
kindled  fuch  a  flame,  as  no  expedient  could  be  found, 
but  a  Parliament  here  to  quench  it. 

This  necefsity  brought  on  this  Parliament,  and  rhc 
fimcnecefsity  gave  it  in  the  beginning  power,  to  ad 
with  more  v;gour  and  icfoluuon,  tfcen  tormei  Parlia- 
ments 


ments  had  done,  And -to  let  upon  a Rcformationqf 
the  great  diforders,  boM-in  the  Ecclcdafticall^  .and 
CMllftate,  whkhdrcwamore  particular  envy,  and 
odium  upon  it,  then  was  uim\\  to  the  generality  of 
Parliaments;  and  was  a  caufe,  that  thofe,  who  had 
fwallowed  up  in  their  thoughts,  our  Relrgion  and  Li- 
berties ,  and  now  Taw  themfclves  defeated  by  rhis 
means,  bended  all  their  indeavours,  and  railed  all 
their  forces  to  deftroy  it. 

Firft,  Whileft  the  Scottiili  Army  remiined  here, 
they  indeavoured  to  incenfe  the  two  N  uions,  and  cn- 
_  gage  their  Armies  one  againft  the  other,  that  in  fuch  a 
confufion  as  needs  rauft  ha^e  followed,  the  Parlia- 
ment might  not  be  able  to  fit,  and thofe forces de- 
ftroying  one  another,  might  open fomcoppoitunry 
for  them  to  gain  their  ends  upon  both  Kingdoms  j  anil 
that  then*as  thcirn^ed,  fo  the  being  of  the  Parliamenc 
might  ccafe:  The  wifedome  of  the  Parliament  pre- 
vented that  mifchief,  and  compofed  thofe  great  diffe- 
rences betwixt  the  King  and  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland  : 
that  plot  failing,  They  endeavoured  to  turn  the  Eng- 
lifli  Army  againft  the  Parliament :  This  was  diTcove- 
red,  The  chief  A&ors  fled,  and  the  danger  avoided. 
Then  they  labour  to  ftir  up  the  ScottifhArmy  againft 
us,  But  fech  was  the  fakhfulncfle  and  affection  of 
thofe  our  Brethren,  that  they  could  not  eflf c£t  k* 

After  this  they  carry  the  King  info  Scotland,  to  try 
if  aparty  could  be  their  raifed,  to  fuppreflfe  firft,  the 

good* 
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good  parry  in  that  Kingdom,  and  fo  compare  their 
intended  purpofe  here.  Ac  che  Tame  time,  TheRe- 
bell.on  ia  IreLwd,  an  egg  Lkewile  of  their  hatching  5 
breaks  our,  but  their  plot  failed  in  Scotland-,  yet  upon 
hopes  of  fucceffc  there,  Such  preparatives  were  here, 
add  fuch  recourfe  of  ill  arfe#ed  Perfons  to  this  Town, 
That  the  Parliament  thought  it  neceffary  for  their  own 
fecurity,  to  have  a  guard.  The  King  upon  His  re- 
turn inliancly  liifmiflcs  that  guard,  and  puts  another 
upon  us,  which  produced  fuch  ill  cflfe<fh,  as  we  were 
glad  todifniiilcthcra,  and  rather  run  any  hazard  then 
have  fuch  a  guard. 

Thus  left  naked,  Prefemly  fomc  Members  of 
both  Houfes  are  unjuftly  charged  withTreafoni  and 
the  King  comes  with  a  Troop  of  Cavaliers  to  the 
Houle of  Commons,  10  fetch  thofe  away  by  force, 
whom  he  had  caufedtobefo  unjuftly  accufeds  The 
greateft  violation  of  the  priviledges  of  Parliament, 
thatcverwas  attempted,  aftdfomanifeft  adeftrufti- 
onof  the  right  of  the  Subject,  which  is  only  pie- 
ierved  by  Parliament,  That  the  City  of  London  took 
a  pioi-s  and  generous  Resolution,  to  guard  the  Parlia- 
ment themlclves  5  which  fo  grieved  and  enraged  thofe 
wicked  Perfons,  who  had  engaged  the  King  in  that 
iaft,  and  all  thofe  other  defignes  and  pradlifes  againft 
the  Parliament :  Thac  they  make  him  forfakc  Whttt- 
battj  under  pretence  that  His  Pcrfon  was  there  in  dan- 
ger, a  fuggefticn  as  falfc  as  the  Father  of  lyes  can 
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Then  do  they  work  upon  him  ,  and  upon  rhc  Qncen, 
per!  wade  her  ro  retire  our  of  the  Kingdom,  and  carry 
him  further  and  further  from  the  Parliament,  and  fo 
poffcfTe  him  with  an  hatred  of  it,  that  they  cannot  put 
words  bitter  enough  into  his  mour h,to  exprefle  it  upon 
all  occafions;thcy  make  him  croflc,oppolc*,and  inveigh 
againft  all  the  proceedings  of  Parliamenf^cncourage 
and  protcA  all  thofcwhowiil  affront  it,  takeaway  all 
power  and  authority  from  it,  to  ihxkt  it  contemptible 
and  of  lefie  efteem  then  the  nieaneft  Court,  draw  away 
the  Members,  commanding  them  to  come  to  him  to 
Tork,  and  in  fteadof  difcharging  their  duty  in  the  for- 
vice  of  the  Parliament,  ro  contribute  their  advice  and 
a  ffi  fiance  to  the  deftru<5iion  of  it,  endeavour  to  poffctfe 
the people,  that  the  Parliament  will  take  away  rhc 
Law,  and  introduce  an  Arbitrary  Government;  a  thing 
which  every  honeft  Morall  man  abhors,much  more  the 
Wifdom,  juftice,and  Piety  of  the  two  Houfcs  of  Par- 
liament; and  in  truth  fuch  a  charge,  as  no  Rarionall 
man  can  beleeve  it,  it  being  unpoflSble  Co  many  feverall 
perfons,  as  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament  confift  of, 
about  £00,  and  in  either  Houfe  all  of  equall  power, 
fhould  all  of  them,  or  at  leaft  the  major  part,  agree  in 
A&s  of  Will  and  Tyrannie,  which  make  up  an  Arbi- 
trary Government;  and  moft  improbable,tbat  the  No- 
bility, and  chief  Gentry  of  this  Kingdom,  fhould  con- 
fpire  to  take  away  the  Law,  by  which  they  enjoy  their 
EfVates,  areprore&cd  from  any  Adt  of  Violence,  and 
Power,  and  differenced  from  the  meaner  fort  of  peo- 
ple, with  whomotherwife  they  would  be  but  fellow- 
fervants. 

To  make  all  this  good  upon  the  Parliament ;  and  ei- 
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ther  make  the  Kingdom  beleeve  ir ,  or  to  awe  it ,  as  ro 

■body  fhall  dire  fay  the  contrary,  force  is  prepared,men 
are  levied,  and  the  Malignant  parry  of  the  Kingdom,  as 
was  before  fpecificd,  that  is,  Papifts,  the  Prelaricall 
Ciergie,  Delinquents,  and  that  part  of  the  Nobility 
and  Gentry,  which  either  fear  Reformation,  or  feek 
preferment  by  betraying  their  Country,  ro  fervethe 
Court,  have  combined,  to  bury  thehappineffeof  this 
Kingdom,  in  the  ruine  of  this  Parliament,  and  by  for- 
cing it,  to  cut  up  the  freedom  of  Parliament  by  the 
root,  and  eithemke  all  Parliaments  away,  or  which  is 
worfe ,  make  them  the  inftruments  of  flamy ,  to  con- 
firm ir  by  Law,  and  leave  the  difeafe  incurable. 

That  done,  then  come  they  to  crown  their  work,and 
put  that  in  execution,  which  was  firft  in  their  inten- 
tion, that  is,thc  changing  of  Religion  into  Popery  and 
•Superftition.  -oiiTovSlbid** 

All  this  while  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament  have 
with  all  duty  and  loyalty  ftill  applyed  themfelves  unto 
His  Majefty,and  laboured  by  humble  prayers,and  cleer 
and  convincing  Reafons  and  Arguments-in  feverall  Pe- 
titions, to  farisfie  him  of  their  intentions,  the  juftneffe 
of  their  proceedings,  their  defireof  the  fafetyof  His 
Roy  all  Perfon,  and  of  the  Peace  of  the  Kingdom. 

A  nd  only  ro  prefervethatPeace,and  prevent  the  per- 
nicious praftifes  of  thefe  Irxendarie?,(Tuch  as  the  Lord 
&kfSh  who  at  firft  perfwaded  the  King  to  get  into 
feme  ftrong  place,  that  He  might  protect  thofe,whom 
he  ft i led  the  Kings  Servants,  but  in  truth  fuch  as  do  di- 
vide Him  from  His  Parliament  and  Kingdom,  and 
might  be  revenged  upon  His  Parliament",  where  be 
faid  Traitors  bare  that  fvvay,  who  in  the  meantime 

i  pro- 
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pi  omifed  hec  would  do  him  fcrvice  abroad ,  which  by 
his  own  Letters  appears  to  be  the  procuring  of  fupplics 
againfl  the  Kingdom  y\d  Parliament ,  with  which  hee 
himfelf  laid  he  would  return,  as  fince  he  hath  done  dif- 
guifed,  with  ftoreof  Arms,  in  the  Ship  called  THE' 
PROVIDENCE;  And  who  had  attempted 
upon  the  Kings  firft  going  from  trbitt  Hali^  to  raife 
fome  numbers  of  horfe  and  foot  under  the  colour  of  a 
Guard  for  His  Majeftie,  to  be  the  fpundationof an  Ar- 
my againfl  the  Parliament,  which  then  failing,  hath 
fince  taken  cffcvft,  and  fhews  what  wis  r!-en  in  cheir 
though ts, before  HuU^  ov  the  Mtlztia,  or  any  tiling  clfc 
of  that  nature  was  in  Queftion)the  Parliament  thought 
fit  ro  fecure  Hull^  leaft  it  might  be  a  receptacle  of  (uch 
ill-affcolcd  perfons,  and  of  wlutaid  could  be  gotten 
from  Fornigne  parts  the  Fleet  under  the  Earl  of  w&r- 
*L{L  to  defend  the  Kingdom,  and  prevent  fuch  mif- 
chief  from  abroad;  the  Magazin  of  Arms  that  they 
fhonld  nor  be  imployed  2gainft  Us,  and  the  Militia  of 
the  Kingdom  in  fuch  hands  as  the  Parliament  might 
confide  i's  to  fupprefle  commotions  within  our  felves. 

And  l  ow  necefDrv  all  this  was  to  be  done,  thefuc- 
cceding  defigucs  andpraflifes  upon  them,  alldofuffi- 
ciently  manifcft,  and  great  caife  hath  the  whole  King- 
dom to  b.Iefle  Go  J,w:;o  put  it  into  the  heads  and  hearts 
of  the  P/rliament  to  takecare-of  rhefe  particulars.  For 
were  thefe  per:  ic'ous  perfons  about  the  King*mafters 
of  them,  how  eafie  would  it  be  for  them  to  matter  rhe 
Parliament ,  and  matter  the  Kingdom  ?  And  what 
could  we  expeA  bnr^ruinc  and  deftru&ion  from  fuch 
mailers,  who  make  rhe  King  in  this  manner  revile,  and 
deteftlls  and  our  A&ions;  'fuch  who  have  embarqued

Let  the  world  now  judge,  wha  t  more  cduWbcdbce 
by  Us  then  we  have  '<fooe  to  app^le^His  M^jeft toipd- 
regain  His  G nice *nd Favour,  if  (af^A^refentrag 
of  fuch  a  Petition  asthe  Iaft was,  fo  fall- of  fnbmiflEv 
humble,  affeftiofme'deftef  of  Pefccc^fofalfofDuty 
and  LoyaIty,as  we  riiqught  malice  ttftif cooTdifortave 


excepted  againft  it?  And  having  received  fo  fharpea  re- 
turn, fuch  expreffions  ofbirrernefle,  a  juftificarion  and 
avowed  proreAios  of  Delinquents  from  the  hand  of 
lattice,  Demands  of  fo  apparent  darker,  fuch  manife- 
ftations  of  an  intention  to  deftroy  Us,  and  with  Us  the 
whole  Kingdom,  and  the  more  dearly  evidenced  by 


their  fbbfequent  A&ions,  even  fince  thefe  Propofitkms 
have  been  made  unto  lis  from  His  Majeftie,  overrun- 
ning leverall  Counties,  compelling  the  Trained  Bands 
by  force  to  come  in  and  joyne  with  them,  or  difarming 
diem,  potring  their  Arms  into  the  hands  of  lewd 
and  defperate  perfons,  ri^ercby  turning  the  Atms/of 
the  Kingdom  againftit  lelf)  it  be  not  fit  for  Us,  not 


only  not  to  yeeld  to  what  is  required,  but  alio  to  make 
farther  provifion,  for  the  prefervarion  of  Our  felves, 
and  of  tbofe  who  have  feet  Us  hither,  and  intruded  Us 
with  allihey  have,  Eftate,  Libertie,  and  Life,  and  that 
which  is  the  iifeof  their  lives,  their  Religion,  and  ev  en 
for  thefcfcty  of  the  Kings  Perfon  now  environed  by. 
tfefe,  who  carry  Him  upon  His  own  mine,  and  the  de- 
ft raSion  of  all  His  People :  At  leaft  to  ^ive  them 
.  warning,  that  all  this  is  ra  danger ;  That  ifr  the  King 
may  force  this  Parliament,  tbevmay  bad  farewell  to 

all 


a!!  Parliament,  from  ever  receiving  good  bv  them  5  and 
if  Parliament's  he*  loft,  they  are  loft:  Their  Laws  arc 
loft,  as  well  rhofe  lately  made,  as  in  former  rimes  all 
which  will  be  cut  in  (under,  with  the  lame  £vord  now 
dfawn  for  rhc^fcftruftion  of  rhis  Parliamem 

Then  if  thmfffl^^  help  the  Paeliimenr, 

and  favd  rherrifefves  though  both  they  and  Wemuft 
pcrifh3yet  have  We  di (charged  Our  confeience-,  and 
delivered  Our  Soules  ,  and  We  will  look  for  a  reward 
in  Heaven,  fhould  We  be  foil!  required  upon  Eatth, 
by  rhofeof  whom  We  have  fo  welKieferved;  which 
We  cannot  fearc,  having  found  upon  all  occafions  fuch 
reall  Demonftrations  of  their  love  and  affe^ion,  and 
of  their  right  underftanding  and  apprehenfion'of  Our 
and  their  common  danger,  efpecially  now,  that  the 
Queftion  is  fo  clearly  ft  a  red,  and  that  it  appeareth  that 
neither  Hull*  nor  the  Mi 'lit ia^  nor  the  Magazin,  are  the 
grounds  of  the  war  wch  is  fo  furioufly  driven  on  againft ' 
us,  by  a  Malignant  party  of  Papifts ,  rhofe  who  call 
themfelves  Cavaliers,. and  other  ill-affe&ed  perfons; 
but  fo  far  forth  onely  as  the  Parliament  and  all  the 
Members  of  both  Houfe?,&  all  other  perfons  who  have 
fhewed  themfelves  forward  for  the  defence  of  the  fin- 
ccrity  of  Religion,  the  Laws  and  Liberties  of  the  King- 
dom, and  the  juft  power  and  Priviledges  of  Parliament 
are  preferved  and  fecured  thereby.

Religion,  which  if  God  in  his  mercy  had  nor  miraca- 
louflv  diverted,  Jong  ago  had  we  beenbroughr  to  the 
condition  of  poor  Trehnd^  weltring  in  our  own  blood 
and  confuffon. 

And  we  do  here  require  all  thofe  who  have  any 
fence  of  piety5honour>  or  compaffion,  to  help  z  diftref- 
fed  ftate^elpecially  fuch  as  have  taken  the  Proreftation, 
and  are  bound  in  the  fame  duty  with  us  unto  their  God, 
their  King  and  Counrrey,  to  come  into  our  aid,  and 
affiftance :  This  being  the  true  caufe  for  which 
-we  raife  an  Army,  under  the  Command
